Last evening between four and five 


o'clock the Deoatur Company, by pluck 
and energy and the outlay of thousands 
of dollars, eucoeedad in finding a paying 
vein of coal at the escapement shaft near 
the Illinois Midland depot at a depth of 
54:7 feet. The vein is tout feet and eight 
inches thick, and samples taken out this 
forenoon prove the coal to be of very fine 
quality. This second discovery of coal 
near the business center of the city, is a 
matter of general rejoicing, as it gives 
our citizens and factories an abundance 
of cheap fuel at our doors. The work of 
sinking the shaft commenced in April, 
1884, and the search has been prosecuted 
pluokily ever since. The company has 
met with several accidents, some of a 
very serious and expensive character, but 
they kept on digging -down and paying 
out money, and now their efforts have 
been crowned with success, 
The old 


mine, which is located between the Wa- 
bash and I, D. & 8. roads, is in prime 
condition, so pronounced by State In- 
spector Butledge, who was here yester- 
day. The new mine shaft is within 100 
feet of the Illinois Central railroad, and 
the company is now in a position to com- 
pete successfully with foreign mines in 
supplying the railways and outside points 
with superior coal. As soon as possible 
the new mine will be put in working or- 
der, and coal will be hoisted and deliv- 
ered quickly to all points in the city, Un- 
til the arrangements can be perfected 
coal will be supplied from the old mine. 


Supt. Armstrong expresses himself as 


highly gratified with the thickness of the 
vein at the new mine, which will be con- 
nected with the old one by a gallery 50 
feet wide and 8 feet high, affording the 
miners means of egress in case of acci- 
dents.

Tired out with many, 
many nights of weary watching at the 
bedside of his wife, Mr. Brown, who ac- 
companied the remains, took a berth in a 
Pullman sleeper, with instructions that 
he should be awakened at Indianapolis, 
so that he could eee that the body was 
properly transferred and sent on to its 
destination without loss of time. It is 
alleged that he was not awakened, and 
some six or eight hours' time was lost by 
the alleged negligence on the part of the 
agents of the companies above named. 
Mr. Brown is connected with the Steam 
Bakery, and has ample means to press 
his claims in the courts.

which Mr. John MoEvoy is president, 
waa well attended, Mr. Graham, who 
os&ne np from Springfield, explained the 
condition of affairs in Ireland, and stated 
that the Parnell candidates for seats in 
the English parliament were in need of 
money, as the members receive no pay 
for their services. A poor man, il elect- 
ed, cannot serve, for the very excellent 
reason that he has no bank account to 
keep even with his household expenses. 
Therefore, the Irishmen of America and 
all friends of the Irish cause are asked 
to contribute of their means toward the 
payment of living salaries for the poor 
members of parliament from Ireland. 


FEED. EMITH'S TAIK. 


Fred, Smith was present. He address- 


ed the meeting substantially as follows: 


MR. CHAIRMAN;—My sympathies are all for 
oppressed Ireland, But I have mono for per- 
fidious England. I bold the British aristocra- 
cy responsible for our country's great civil 
war, that cost the lives of 800,000 of the na- 
tion's best men, and a debt of four thousand 
million dollars. For J firmly believe that the 
rebellion would have been merely a Hash in 
the PBD if the British had not accorded to the 
South, belligerent rights and furnished her 
with arms and money. The motto of England 
seems for the last thousand years to have been 
to rule or ruin; what she otranot accomplish 
by force she buys with gold. We have a fair 
illustration of this In our last presidential 
election, when she frdely used her money to 
defeat those staunch sons ol Irishmen, Blaice 
and Logan, in order that an anglicized Ameri- 
can might be elected president. To-day she is 
freely using her gold to defeat the National 
party in Ireland, and it takes money to fight 
money. Every Irishman who loves his native 
Isle, and every American who feels for the 
oppressed, should contribute liberally of his 
means to the Irish cause.

A. Profitable Crop That Can be Raised In 


Many Northern States. 


Tobacco was almost the first crop' 


that engaged the attention of the earlj 
settlers of this country. It probably 
exerted more influence on the settle- 
ment of the country than any other 
vegetable production. 
The colonists 


in Virginia and Maryland relied on if 
chiefly for support. 
Fo.r nearly a cen- 


tury it generally took the place ol 
money. 
In some cases taxes were 


paid in tobacco. 
Ministers received 


their salaries in tobacco, and in Vir- 
ginia brides were bought for a given 
number of pcmnds of tobacco. 
The 


colonists of Jamestown gave so much 
attention to raising tobacco that they 
neglected the culture of food crops, 
and were at one time in danger of starv- 
ation. The rulers of the colony found 
it necessary to compel the'settlers to 
plant a certain amount of land each 
year to food crops in order to prevent 
distress among the people. The early 
prosperity of Virginia was largely due 
to the production of tobacco, a large 
proportion of which was sent to Eu- 
rope. The first settlers of Maryland 
became rich by raising tobacco. In 
early days tobacco was by far the most 
profitable crop in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, as it could be transported down 
the Mississippi and its tributaries to 
New Orleans to much better advantage 
than grain. The first settlers of Illinois 
and Missouri found tobacco to be their 
best market crop, and it exerted a pow- 
erful iniluenco on the settlement 0} 
those States. 


The cultivation of tobacco in thf 


Northern States is of somewhat recent 
origin. For more than a century il 
was raised to a limited extent foi 
home consumption in Pennsylvania 
and New York, but it did not take it: 
place among the crops raised for mar- 
ket till the period of the late civil war. 
Some experiments made in the valley 
of the Connecticut River were very 
successful. A leaf was produced which 
was very desirable for cigar-wrappers. 
It is somewhat delicient in line flavor, 
but it is large, strong, thin and free 
from blemishes. For the purpose for 
which it is generally used it is superior 
to the tobacco produced in any other 
part of the world. The culture of to- 
bacco was undertaken in Michigan and 
Wisconsin almost as soon as these 
States were settled, and has continued 
to the present tune. In several coun- 
ties in Wisconsin it has during the past 
Jew years become the leading crop for 
the market. In many places it has 
taken the place of hops, that were till 
lately 
extensively 
cultivated. 
Tho 


seasons are so short that it is necessary 
to cut and house the plants before they 
have obtained their full growth, in or- 
der to escape injury from the frost. 
Still the crop is a profitable one, as is 
shown by the prosperity of the farmers 
engaged in raising it. A ride through 
the tobacco-raising districts of Wiscon- 
sin will convince any one that th< 
farmers are accumulating wealth. 


Although tobacco is of tropical 01 


sub-tropical origin, experiments have 
demonstrated that it can be produced 
in every State and Territory in the 
countrv. Perhaps it can not be pro- 
fitably "produced in all of them, but this 
fact lias never been determined. No 
plant is as greatly influenced by peculi- 
arities of soil and climate as tobacco. 
Meteorological observations and soil 
analyses have accomplished very little 
toward 
determining 
whether 
a 


good quality of 
tobacco 
can be 


produced in a given locality. 
Ex- 


periment's are necessary to decide this 
matter that there are many places in 
the country capable of producing as 
fine tobacco as any ever raised in 
Connecticut or North Carolina is very 
likely. Considering how important a 
factor tobacco is in. the accumulation 
of the wealth of the Nation it seems 
somewhat remarkable that no sys- 
tematic attempt has ever been made to 
ascertain where it can be produced at 
a profit. 
The Department. oE Agricul- 


ture lias expended enormous sums in 
attempts to introduce the culture of 
the tea plant and in trying to build up 
a sugar industry in 
the Northern 


States, but it has done very little 
toward increasing the production of 
tobacco or in ascerlaing where the 
plant will succeed. Very few of the 
State Agricultural societies or boards 
have done anything toward encourag- 
ing the production of the crop which 
is a vast source of wealth to the 
country. 


The adaptability of the soil and cli- 


mate of any locafily to the productions 
of tobacco "of good" quality has gener- 
ally been determined by accident. 
Some new settler coming from a part 
of the country where tobacco is a lead- 
ing crop, brought a little seed with 
him and planted it in a garden bed. 
He raised a few plants which he cured 
in a shed and found the quality to be 
good. The next year he planted more 
and demonstrated that it would suc- 
ceed as a field crop. Having suc- 
ceeded in finding a market for it, he 
engaged quite extensively in its culti- 
vation. His neighbors then followed 
his example and in a few years tobacco 
became 
a 
leading product in the 


neighborhood. 
In 
the 
course of 


time 
its 
culture 
extended into 


all 
the 
adjacent 
sections

It is not likely that tobacco will ever 


prove to be a very suitable crop for the 
large unprotected prairies. The to- 
bacco plant may make a very rank 
o-rowth on black prairie soil, but the 
quality of the leaf will not be likely to 
be good. It may be used for making 
plug tobacco, but it will not be fit for 
cigars. The high winds that sweep 
across the largo prairies are almost 
certain to injure the leaves of tobacco 
BO that they will be unfit for cigar- 
wrapper. Observation shows - that a 
broken, 
partially-wooded 
country, 


where there is protection from winds, 
is the most suitable for tobacco-rais- 
in°-. 
Cheap lumber, suitable for the 


erection ot drying-barns, is essential 
to the success of the tobacco industry, 
as is a supply of timber for making 
poles to hang the plants on. Tobacco- 
raisin" requires no expensive machines 
or implements. 
A common plow, 


liand-hoe, and a large cutting-knife 


"are all the tools necessary for raising 
and harvesting the crop- In many 
respects it is a good crop for farmers 
of small means to raiso. most of the 
work of raising and harvesting the 
crop is light. The operations of prim- 
ing, topping, worming, suckering and 
stripping can be performed by persons 
too young or too old to do most kinds 
of field work.—Chicago Times.

OLD 
TREES. 


The Easiest Method of Bostoring Them to 


Vigor. 


When apple and other fruit trees 


toso their vigor from age, or from 
neglect or want of fertilizing, there are 
different modes tor restoring them to 
rigor, which may be used to the best 
advantage during autumn. One of the 
easiest of application is to spread a 
coat of barn manure broadcast for 
twenh-li\Te or thirty fdet distance from 
the trunk of the tree on each side. 
This treatment will frequently be snfli- 
cicnt ot itself, in addition to pruning 
out any dead-branches, or thinning in 
the huad from the outside, or both. 
Cultivating the surface while tho tree 
is dormant is an additional aid. 
For 


smaller trees which are Tcquiroil to 
stand in grass, or where they can not 
be cultivated, a strong impetus may bo 
given by cutting radiating trenches 
from within a few feet of the tree a rod 
or so in length on all sides and filling 
these with compost. The large roots 
which lie on each side of these trenches, 
'will send their side roots into the com- 
post, and the trees will be ,pushed 
rapidly in growth. 
The trenches may 


be from one to two feet in depth, and 
the width that of the blade of the 
spade. Another mode instead of cut- 
ting these radiating trenches, is to cut 
a circular ditch around the tree at 
some distance from the trunk and to 
611 this with compost. 
The several 


roots will soon send new fibres into 
the compost, while the pruning which 
the roots receive will promote fruitful- 
ness. Some judgment must be used to 
cut the ditch at the right distance; if 
too near it will temporarily check the 
growth too severely, before the new 
coots are formed; and if too far away tlie 
labor will be too great, and the result 
less striking. In most cases, however, 
and with oichards of some .size, culti- 
vating and top drassing will be suffi- 
cient. All cutting of the roots or 
branches must be done while the trees 
are not growing.—Country Gentleman. 


Advice to Bathers. 


Cold water bathing may prove bene- 


ficial or injurious. Much depends upon 
the method and still more upon the 
person who practices it. A recent 
writer in the British Medical Journal 
lays down the principle that there are 
those whom a cold bath will injure in- 
stead of invigorate. The readiest t«st 
of benefit is the glow of tree surface 
circulation, or, at least, the absence ol 
any decided chill alter immersion. 
Those who take to it should begin in 
summer, not winter, and so become 
gradually accustomed to its lowest 
temperature. Ko one should lingei 
over it, three or four minnies are am- 
ple. 
After immersion the body should 


be quickly and well dried and nibbed 
before dressing. Light gymnastic or 
ilnmb-bcll or club exercise may occupy 
the next few minutes, the clothing be- 
ing partly on if the weather be cold, 
and breakfast or a cup pf warm tea or 
coffee should shortly follow 10 prevent 
shilling.

How Plug Hats Are Made. 


To make the silk stove-pipe hats, a 


large square of muslin is dipped into 
shellac, wrung out and then stretched 
over a wooden frame to dry. 
After 


drying it is cut up into sizes and shapes 
suitable for the various parts of the 
hat. 
Some pieces are cut on the bias 


for the crowns of hats, others are stiff- 
ened particularly for the brims, while 
the muslin for the central cylinders, 
which are the sides, is cut into oblong 
squares. The material for a dozen of 
these hats is then given to a workman, 
who draws the frame of the hat to- 
gether around the block and fastens it 
by means of a hot iron. The shell of 
tlie hat, as it is called, is then var- 
nished and dried, making it stiff, and 
then the silk plush is put on, a man 
ironing it to the shellac-covered shell 
and sponging it with every stroke of 
the iron. Girls sew in the crown and 
the brim after the sides of the shell 
have been fastened, and then the seams 
are gone over with a hot irou, which 
conceals all traces of them. The brim 
is then curled, as in the case of the felt 
article, and then the hat goes away to 
the luering machine, where polish 
brushes, revolving rapidly, give it a 
high polish. From the luering ma- 
chine it goes to the hands of a girl, 
who trims it and puts in the lining.— 
Boston Statesman. 


Criminal Carelessness. 


The news columns of the New York 


Herald recently directed public atten- 
tion to the dangers attending the pres- 
ent methods of selling rat and bug 
poisons. While the law in many State 
has made careful provision for the pro- 
tection of the people through the regis- 
tration and proper labeling of such 
poisonous drugs as pharmacists keep 
in bulk, yet patent-right poisons are 
daily sold to patrons without register 
or label. 
A little child can get a box 


of Rough on Something or Other, con- 
taining arsenic; the druggist will sell 
it without question or without even 
knowing who sent the child; and some 
poisoner like Maxwell is then at liberty 
to kill a houseful of people. No one 
will ever know where he got the 
rir?enic with which he didhis work. 
This matter needs the attention simply 
of the executive authorities. 
The law 


is ample to cover the whole question.

give about 18,000 Republican plurality." 


There was at that time bnt little indi- 


cating anything definite on the Legisla- 
ture, but General Grosvenor said his 
figures pointed to a Republican control 
of that body. There has been a great 
deal of trad Ins and scratching all over 
the State and the returns come in slowly. 
In Cincinnati at eleven o'clock one-fourth 
the precincts were in and showed Hoadly 
about 700 ahead.

lation poured in from all quarters, the 
first being from ex-Governor Cornell of 
New York. 
That was followed by others 


from nil over the State. The news was 
unexpectedly favorable, in spite of the 
fact that the" Prohibition vote was larger 
than most had calculated on. General 
Grosvenor, Congressman from the Ath- 
ens District, was particularly interested 
in the Legislature, 
very gratifying re- 


ports as to Republican gains coming in 
from time to time. lie estimated at mid- 
night that the Republicans had three- 
fifths of the 
Legislature 
on 
joint 


ballot. As to the State ticket, it had now 
become only a question of figures. The 
Cincinnati returns were still slow. 
The 


Lincoln Clnb claimed an average major- 
ity for the entire ticket ol 20,000. That

before it Is definitely settled. 


John R. McLean said: "I know noth- 


ing as to the State, bat I am inclined to 
think tho Democrats have carried Hamil- 
ton County." The crowds on the street 
•were getting thinner, bnt were still 
mixed in composition, though the Re- 
publicans were getting more and more 
jubilant, and the Democrats were grad- 
ually transferring their interest to local 
candidates.

vote was polled.

seneral it was a peaceable election. The 
lirst returns received by the Associated 
Press indicated gains for Foraker. 


By half-past nine o'clock 105 of the 


2,017 
voting precincts had 
b>-en heard 


from, showing: Foraker, 25,093; Hoad- 
ly, 21,008; Leouarl, 1.877—net Republi- 
can gain, 2,499. It was impossible with 
these returns to compare the sources ol 
gain of the Prohibition candidate, bnt a 
cursory examination of the reiaras so 
lar received indicate Democratic losses 
where there were Prohibition gains, m 
other words, so lar as could be seen, 
tbe Prohibition vote was drawn Irom 
both parties.

Ni-:w YORK, October 14.—The present 


storm is zreater in extent than tiny ex- 
perienced on this continent for a long 
time. 
All east of the Mississippi, except 


a tew spots, is deluged with rain. 
In

cyclone started out at sea tj the south- 
east of the southern line ot States, and 
moved northwest, being central over In- 
diana and Ohio, at ten o'clock yesterday.
